Landlordism in Ireland and in America 
the Same. 

New York, June 9.—John McMakain 
writes to the newspapers today, and makes the 
following points: 


Itistime that public attention should be di- 
rected to the gross inco cies, not to say the 
of leaders of the Irish cause and of 
their professing friends and admirers in America. 
One of the reasons assigned by Mr. O’Brien for net 
eon fae & the labor demonstration on Saturda 
was that his doing so would “increasa the difficul- 
ties of Ireland by embroiling the Irish leaders 
in American isenes.’’ Why, then, should Mr. 
© Brien ask Americans to embroil themselves in 
British or Irish i-sues? Ifit be an impropristy for 
Mr. O’Brien to attend a meetingin New York, at 
which American landlordism is condemned, man- 
ifestly itmust be an impropriety for citizens of 
America to take part. either by cofitributing mon- 
ey or by holding meetings, in condemning land. 
lordism in Ireland. Mr. O'Brien came to Canada 
fo cenovnce Lantdowne—for what? For doing 
what Americen land!ords do every day without a 
word of censure fromthe men whodined M- 
O'brien in the Hoffman house. Mr O'Srienad- 
inits that the land of Luggacurran is tuo private 
moperty of Lansdowne, just as his 
American friends admit that the land 
of New York is the rivats property 
of the Astors, Phivelanders and cthers. If New 
York landlords may, as they do, demand what 
rent they please, /orthe land they hold as their 
own, anc evict, as they do, tenants who refuse or 
who are too poorto pay, why should not Lord 
Lantdowne Ccotherame? There are as inany evic- 
tions in proportion to population aad as crue! evic- 
tions in Ametica asin Ireland. Tae land lawsin 
Ireland are much more fayorahie to tenants than 
ithe land lawsin America. In Ireland a teaant 
who thinks he is cver-rented can g9 to the courts 
and get his rent reduced. In America 
& tevant mutt pay any rent the landlord chooses 
to fix, or go. For years the Irish cause has been 
sustained almost entirely by funds supp‘ied by the 
lrish of America. All along we were told that 
money was asked for, and wasto be us-d in the 
work of abolishing landlordism. Mr. O’Brien now 
tells us that this is not what the Irish movements 
aimat. He virtually suysthat they do not want 
to abolish lanélordi:m, but to perpetuate is, The 
reduction of rent first, and then the clearing out of 
the present lanclords to meke way for other Jand- 
lords to take their places. Ifthisis what Ireland 
hes desired, and stil] desires, then the vast sums 
received by the Irish league have been obtained 
on false pretenses. What isrightio Ireland cannot 
be wrong in America. 

We have not heard a word from Tammany hall 
or even from Bishep O'Farrel in condemuation of 
the brutal evictions a couple of weeks agoin Peon- 
syivania, where scores of families were pitched 
out of their houses into the street, and obliged to 
rep ein there all night, as the landlord forbade, 
uncer penalty of eviction, anyone to give them 
shelter. Such a thing happening in*ireland would 
be in cignantly denounced by the O' Donoughs and 
Graces and Keliys of New York, bat happening in 
‘free America’ those ‘haters of oppression’ have 
not a word of censure or disapproval. “A patriot 
in Ireland—an enarchist in America,’’ seems to be 
ibe frim tbat applies to the position of men wao 
have been shouiing around Mr. O Brien.

The Apaches Giving the Boys a Lively Racket 
in Arizona. 

Tucson, A. T, June 9.—Word was received 
here yesterday morning of the killing of Mike 
Grace and the narrow escape of Billy Wiiliams 
and Billy Lee, from two Apaches at Tompova 
Gulch, eighty-five miles south of Ccitteaden. 
The Indians were evidently the bucks at first 
reported on the warpath. Ths whule country 
is fired with excitement, and it is feared par. 
ties will organize to visit the Sin Carlos reser- 
vation. In such event there will be groat 
slaughter. Advices are comiug from all direc- 
tions of outrages. Word comes from W. E 
Leek, of Crittenden, thathe and two others 
were arouced yesterdey morning by several 
iifle shots, and found they were surrounded by 
Indisrs, Mike Grace, ove of the party, an old 
pioncer, and a high!y esteemed and prominsot 
citizen of Arizona territory, was khilicd. The 
cther two made their escape through the can- 
yon. pursued by savages. The people of Crit- 
tenden appealed to the station agent at 
Nogalez:: ‘For God’s sake send us aid.” 

In fifteen minutes a special train had sol- 
diexson boardin charge of Captain Lee.

A courier roe- 
ports that he ran into a party of Indians and 
1s now chasisg them overthe hills.

A telegram from Ceslabesss to thechief of 
police at Nogales says the Indians fred upon 
McCullock’s ranch and are on their way south, 
Another psriy. it is reported, pushed south 
weit of Calabasas. Juan Cenochio, command- 
ant of Magéalera, has twenty-five mounted 
men who leave teday to try and intercept the 
Indians at the principal passes along the inter- 
rations] line, Frank Wallace, of the Sonora 
Land company, arrived from the Montezuma 
district yesterday and reports thatall setiers 
slong the route, who are likely to be 
exposed, had been notified by Gov- 
emnor. Terres that the Indians are out, 
‘epatated into parties, one of which is alroady 
in Mexico. Their signal fires were seen in 
Santa Rita mountains on Monday night. Lieu- 
tenant Johnson has orders to pursus them into 
Mexico. The Indianssare prebsbly now be- 
tween his troops and Captain Lawton's, Troops 
of picked men left Fort Apache Tuesday night 
to try and hesd off the hostiles, who were scen 
in the Santa Ritas Monday evening. Mike 
Grece is a brother of ex-Mayor Grace of Now

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'DIED AT THEIR POSTS. 


FIREMEN BURNED TO DEATH IN 
CHATTANOOGA. 


A Gagoline Explosion Causes a Large Confiagration in 
Whieh Several People Lose Their Lives—Nar- 
now Escape of Inmates of a Boardiag 
House—Otier Casaalties Yesterday 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., June 9.—About 4:30 
o’clock this afernoon, a tank of gasoline ex- 
ploded on the first floor ofa two-story brick 
building near the northeast corner of Fourth 
and Market streets and caused a disastrous and 
fatal fire. The flames spread rapidly and 
made their way intoa two-story brick build- 
ing aéjoining on the south, the first floor of 
which was occupied by George J. Molhring, 
grocer. The Morgan House, a three-story 
frame building north of where the explosion 
occurerd, was soon enveloped in flames and the 
proprietress, Mrs. Smith and family barely 
cscsped with their lives. 

Twenty-three men who lodged in the house 
lost all their possessions. The flames spread 
with remarkable rapidity, and although the 
firemen fought them bravely and contested 
every inch, yet the fire gained steadily, being 
fed with all kinds of inflammable material. 
tienry ller and Mat Poake, two nozzlemen of 
Lockout fire company, ascended to the top of 


service, when the rear wall fell with a crash, 
burying the two unfortunates in the mass of 
debriz. A dcezen heroic citizens and firemen, 
led by Chief Whiteside, rushed to the rescue. 
Fire was raging on all sides of them and the 
walls were tottering and the men were shriek- 
ing for the reecuers to fice for their lives, but 
this appeal only caused their efforts to be re- 
doutled, Peake was buried up to his head in 
the hot debris, and a portion of his hand and 
head: were the only sigus to indicate where the 
men were buried, : 

Peake was rescued in an nnconecious condi- 
ticn and willdie from the effects of his terri- 
ble burns and internal injuries. Iler was 
found dead under a mass of debris. Hum- 
phrey Reeves, manager of the Standard Gas 
Mechine and Gasoline company, was blown 
out of the building across the pavement with 
his clothes abiaze. He threw himself into the 
gutier and ext ngnished the fire, bat not autil 
he was horribly buraed. His condition is 
ésngerong, but not necessarily fatal, James 

teynoldse and W. D. Miller. of Washington, 
D. C. two white men and a negro, 
remc«d Peter Jones, were also terciby 
burned by the explosion. Several other fire- 
men were slightly injured and some overcome 
by the hest. The Morgan house and brick 
structure eccupied by the gas companyrwere 
owned by J. T. & C.F. Duffe. Loss, $4,000; 
insurance, $2,000. A double two-story brick 
house on the corner and also one in rear ware 
property of R. W. Hogan. Loss, $4,000; insur- 
ance, $1300. Tenantsin upper stories of all 
burned buildings lost all their effects, George 
Moehring, grocer, saved most of his stock, aad 
bis less will not exceed $500.

| DISSATISFIED WITH THEJURY. 


The Judge Order a Panel of Five. Thousand 
Men. 

New YoRK, June 9.—John Vanderbilt, the 
young man Who is alleged to have “embraced” 
Juror Hudson against his will, was early iu at- 
tendance with his counsel this morning in the 
court of oyer and terminer. They had appéar- 
ed for the examination of Vanderbilt before 
Juége Barrett. The examination was had pri- 
vately under the section of code of inal 
precedure, Which des that an accused 
party may ave such an examination if he de- 
sires it, Judge Barrett took evidenceia the 
case under eorsideratien, and Vanderbilt's bail 
was continucd.

NASHVILLE, Tenn.,June 9.—[Special.]—Twoe 
sensations developed here todayin the domes- 
tic line.

A STUDY OF MYTHS AND TSEIR | 


DISTRIBUTION. 
eee ell eh eeneeanenediinell 
The Tales cf Magicsi Power and of Supernatural Ba- 
* ings es Found 4mong All Pecpies-Bsii fia 
Megice—Interesting Storics About Famil- 
iar Objects Other Notes, Bte., Etc. 


The origin of myths and their distribation 
are the questions which are made the subject 
of a; aper in Scribner’s Magazine by H. E. 
Warcer. Tne distribution of myths, however, 
the author considers of small importance ex- 
cept in se farasit may be sapposed to shed 
somo light upon the origia and sigaificancs of 
folk-lore. Max Muller regards the myth as 
an allegoric:] representation used by the 
fathers to degeribe some phenomenon of nature 
which, through the defective etymology of 
degenerate sons, has given origin to the popu- 
lartale. Sir Georgo W. Cox inclines to the 
same view, but belicves thom to be entirely of 
Aryan orixin. 

On the contrary, mythologists of the anthro- 
pological echool hoid that these tales are in- 
digcnous; that they bave originated in the 


. ideas, beliefs and customs of primitive peoples, 


aud that they are alike the world over, because 
the savage wind is everywhere alike; thas they 
are not vature myths at all except when they 
expressly undertake to account for nataral 
phenomena, and are not allegorical and mean 
no more than they gay. Mr. Andrew Lang is 
quoted as a clear, graceful and forcible expo- 
nent of this view. 

It is not necessary to deny, says our author, 
that tales may have originsted sometimes 
through false etymologies. Oa the other hani, 
Mr. Muller, in his intruductioa to Gill’s “Myths 
aud Songs of the South Pacific,” repadiates the 
claim that they have a!l originated tuus. Cer- 
tainly it must have been a highly coatagious 
“dicease of language’ that would accoant fur 
the facts. We find the eame tales not merely 
amorg an Aryan-speaking people, but those 
spesking the Semetic, Tauranian and unclas- 
sified tongues; not only in Europe and Asia, 
but among the aborigines of North and South 
America, the Pacific Ielands, New Zealand, 
Anstralian and the African tribes. To explain 
there facts the theories of Muller and Cox are 
equaliy inadequate. 

BELIEF IN MAGIC. 

Stories of ihe stars or heavenly bodies among 
peoples widely soparaeg in race aud spyech 
are identical because they held a common anxi- 
mistic belief. Stories of theCupid aud Psyche 
type abound because they have beor invented 
to illustrate a widely prevalent cusiom. Bat 
in the class of myths covered by his title Mr. 
Wart er thinks that the only unity there is in 
the folk-lore of different coantries is due to 
the underlying belief in magic. Teo illustrate 
he takes to begin witha story from the Dakota 
Indians: 

A certain chief, who is s Iso a supernatural being, 
or deeply versed in magic, about “to goona jour- 
ney, calls his son, a young iad, and gives him keys 
with permission to xO where he will, except to a 
certain red house, of which he also gives the Key. 
The Sor, of course, opens the door, as Fatima open- 
ed the fatal closet. He finds there a red horse, red 
being a.religioes color, or fetich. The horse tells 
him his father will kill him for his disobedience, 
The one chavce of escape is to lesp upon his back, 
He wust take with bim se paper of pins,acomband 

& looking glass. (The reader will please observy3 
the modern properties). Asthe father is about to 
overtake them the boy throws thesearticles behind 
successively. The glass becomes a lake or morass, 
the oe form an impenetrable thicket, and the 
ccmb extendsitseif fiom sky tosky and ‘sends its 
tecth. great bars, up tothe clouds, cutting offfurth- 
er pursuit. 

Otber stories from the farre source illustrate the 
beliefin magical interposition, aud ail include 
tasks and a taboo, 

Following is a Russian tale which is quoted 
asa very complete example of the European 
equivalent: 

A king’s son is, through his father’s improvident 
yow, broughtinto the powerof the waiter king, 
who first requires him to build a great crystal 
bridge in one night, then to plant alarge garden 
in Ww ich shall be blossoming treet, singing bras, 
and ‘“ripeapples and pears hanging from the 
boughs of the trees.”’ These tasks he accomplishes 
by tbe aid of Vasilisea. Then he is to choose three 
times one of the king’s twelve Gongnaen. who are 
preciseiy alike in dress and person. If he chooses 
the same one each time he will marry her, dut if 
not, off goes his head. These may, perhaps, be re- 
garded as these normal tasks, but three more sac- 
ceed, all of which are peculiarly Russian. Then 
be flees with Vasilissa, but instead of anything 
msgics! in the speed of thetr horges, or magical 
obstacles to throw behind, Vasilissa changes the 
hoises to a well, herself toa bowl (she does not 
appear to have been the weaker vessel), and the 
plince toa very old man, The pursuers fail to 
recognize them. (T his is surprisingly like Lox and 
the rabbitin the “Algonquin Legends.” 

Dr. Kisnes’s collection of German legands 
contains a large number of this class of stories 
They vary in their incidents quite as muchas 
the Russian tales of the same ciass, the only 
link between them being the general belief in 
the power of magic. A very pretty story from 
this eource is of a man pursued by a witch, Ho 
is prepared for it and first drops an embroider- 
ed handkerchief, which the witch (being a 
woman) stops to ‘admire; atthe red bandker- 
chief, which is the next ‘decoy, ehe stops again, 
and finally at the looking glass, which he last- 
ly throws behind him, she stops so long that 
he makes good his escape. Here is a magic, 
albeit of a different order than in tle foregoing 
tales. This recalls the Greek story of “Ata- 
lanta,” as does the following, also i in the same 
collection: 

A maicen offers herselfasthe prize te anyone 
who shouid overteke her, she running on foot and 
ber pursuers mounted. She first pulls a heir from 
her head, and throws it behind her, when it be- 
comes a mountain. The second time, when nearly 
overiaken, she drops a tear, which becomes a 
flood, and sweeps away all but one of her pursuers, 
He captures her by thrice abjuring herin the name 
of God, which is clearly a counter chara. 

In the “Water Witch,” a tale of Brittany, 
there is neither task nor flight, but thor8 i 
plenty cf magic; a magic bell gives warning to 
the heroine of the danger of her lover. She 
uses a magic staff, changed first toa horse and 
then to an eagle, not to eecape from the witch, 
who has her lover in her power, transformed 
to a fish, but to goto her. She gets hold ofa 
magic net, changes the witch to a toad stool, 
end the lovers go leiaurely aud naturally away 

after hclping themselves to the treasares of the 
subaqguecns palace.

Chop-Sticks, a mizhty man of valor, once 
set out on a journey from Pekin, and when absent 
a Gay’s distance fiom home he met the Genius of 
Cholera face to face in the road, Colonel thought 
he was, ke began to shake like a small earthquake 
and fell on his knees At this the G, of C. smiled 
and bade the colonel proceed on his way. 

“Tam going down to Pekin,’ said the G. of C., 
‘to kill about 2,C00_victims; this will appease my 
vengeance for the time.’’ 

Returning a few. months later, Colonel Chop. 
Sticks again met*the G. of C., near the same spot 
where he had first seen the monster. ‘‘I hear,’’ he 
began, ‘‘that your majesty, instead of killing only 
2,000 of my poor people, slew somewhat over 50,000. 
Did your majesty’s wrath grow apace with the food 
you fed it on withal?”’ 

“By no means,”’ replied the G. of C. “i kept my 
word with ‘you faithfully. It is trne that during 
my presence in your city 50,000 men and women 
died, but I slew of that number only 2,000. The 
remainder cied of absolute fright and nothing 
else.”’

Mississippi Moves 

While the world is moving Miesissippi 
does not lag behind.

On account of the legal consequences he 
would not engage in a duel, but he would be 
found at Kosciusko, or he would agree upon 
apy other point in the state, provided they 
could fight without making the affair a duel. 

The speedy binding over of both gentle- 
men to keep the peace prevented farther de- 
velopments, but it is the general impression 
that the editor of the Kosciusko Star has 
knocked the stdffing out of the ‘‘code’’ with- 
out in any way laying himself liable to the 
suspicion of cowardice. 

In all probability the two will in a short 
time come to a better underatanding, and 
they will then be sincerely glad that they 
did not shoot it out in the old-fashioned 
style. 


A Contrast. 

In 1882 Pennsylvania, for the first time in 
many year, elected a democratic g»vernor. 
His ad ministration was clean and capable. 
It was free from scandal ; it aimed at justice 
to all, and commanded universal respect. 

A few months ago this democratic governor 
was succeeded by a republican. He thas 
hardly begun the discharge of his official 
duties, and his administration is already in- 
volved in a scandal which is causing great 
commotion in Pennsylvania. 

At the recent session of the legislature a 
revenne law was framed with a view to 
making the rich corporations in the state 
bear their just proportion of the taxes. Mil- 
lions of their property had been carried by 
the citizen tax-payers, and the bill merely 
propored to place the corporations on the 
s¢me footing as the citizen. To this the 
corporations objected, of course, as the old 
plan cost them less. They opposed by 
every means at their command the passage 
of the new revenue law, but it was finally 
carried through both houses and was hailed 
by the people as the great reform act of the 
setsion, After the legislature adjourned it 
was discovered that the president of the 
senate through the most inexcusable negli- 
ligence had omitted to sign the act, and it 
is therefore void. The result is that the 
counties of the state lese a million dollars 
which was to be refunded to them under the 
bill, the state treasury will suffer so severely 
that the public charities can hardly ba sup- 
ported, and the people will have to go on 
| hearing their unjust proportion of the taxes 
while the corporations ezcape their just dues 
to the etafe | ?

Many members of the legislatu:e have ex- 
pressed their readiness to come to the extra 
session and perfect this important bill with- 


out imposing any expense on the state. 
The Philadelphia Times has addressed to 
each member of both houses an inquiry 25 
to whether he would demand or receive pay 
for such service, and it is thought that an 
almost uiahimous response ia the negative 
will be received. This will leave the repub- 
lican governor in. a. very bad light. The 
Baltimore Sun says of Governor Beaver's 
conduct : . 

And yet, with évery probability that a cheap 
session may be had for the asking, the governor of 
the state is opposed to calling it, and stands halt 
ing between the corporations on one side and his 
clear duty to the people of the state on the other. 
When an English sovereign declared his little 
finger thicker and stronger than the loins of the 
law it cost him his head, butin our dsy corpora- 
tions safely invade the very temple of a state’s 
sovereignty, throttle its legislation by corrupt and 
frandulent agencies, andrule its executive head 
from the ballot-box with a power thicker and 
stronger than the rights of the people. 


As to “Main Issues.” 
The New York Commercial Advertiser, a 
journal of marked republican proclivities, 


Main Iesue’”’ : 

Tariff reduction isthe main issue o* the hour. 
In spite of the fact that the government, does not 
need the money, and that the surplusis piling up 
at the rate of ten millionsa month, we are still 
levying enormous duties on almost all the articles 
of commerce and trade, simply and solely to ben- 
efit certain domestic industries, once ‘“‘infant’’ but 
now fullgrown—in fact overgrown, pampered 
monopolies. To protect these rich and thriving 
monopolies we work injury to the rest of the com- 
munity, stuff the treasury with idle money, aud 
disarrange and endanger the whole financial 
mactinery of the country. The high protection- 
iste—those who edvocate protection not forthe 
sake of revenue but for the sakeof protection, not 
asa@ameansbutas an end—when they are con- 
fronted with the results of their policy, seek to 
meet the issue by suggesting a removal of the in- 
ternal revenue taxes on whisky and tobacco, or 
the passage of wholesale penston bills, or Blair 
educational bills, or Henrepin canal bills, or 
Tehuantepec bills, as a means for releasing the 
surplus. Anything, no matter what it be, they 
say, except an interference with the tariff. 


We take it for granted that the Commer- 
cial Advertiser bas no reader ignorant 
enough to be deceived by this sort of stuff. 
We should like to know what particalar 
monopolies have been built up and pam- 
pered by the policy of protection. The 
truth is that our home industries have been 
increased and diversified to such an extent 
tbat there is now a healthy competition be- 
tween them. This competition has resulted 
in.reduced prices, so that the ‘‘taxation’’ to 
which our free trade friends allude is no} 
only indirect but cannot be compared to tho 
direct and indirect benefits which the peo- 
ple of the whole country enjoy as the result 
of developing our own resources and buaild- 
ing up our own industries. 

The main issue before the country today 
is revenuereform. The free traders are not 
prepared to acknowledge this, but the fact 
is that the people were never less in sy mp2a- 
thy with the impracticable theories of free 
trade than they are ‘at this moment. Bat 
they are in favor of revenue reform. They 
are in favor of abolishing the internal reve- 
nue system, an act that will effectually re- 
duce the surplus. The abolition of this ob- 
noxious, upjust and un-American system 
will give genuine tariff reformers an oppor- 
tunity to reduce the tariff as a meang of 
raising the revenue necessary to carrying on 
the government economically. ‘ 

The free-traders are in favor of fastening 


| the internal revenue system on the country 


for two reasons. In the first place, the 
Whisky ring, which appears to be behind 
the free-trade movement in the west, is op- 
posed to the repeal of the tax on spirits. 
This tax gives the whisky ring a practical 
monopoly of manufacture and euables it to 
form itself into a powerful corporation, 
| with money enough to control impecunious 
congressmen and editors. In the second 
place, if the internal taxes are perpetuated, 
the fact will give the American representa- 
tives of the Cobden club, which is a British 
free-trade combination, an excuse for placing 
on the free list articles of American manu- 
factare in order that British interests, 
bolstered by pauper labor, may have an op= 
portunity to destroy our industries. 
We repeat here what we have frequently 
said in these columns, that therecan be no 
just or satisfactory revenue refurm and no 
real tariff reform that does not contemplate 
either the repeal or the modification of the 
infamous internal revenue system. 


Disfrancising the Negroes, 

In a recent speech at Abilene, Texas, 
Senator Ingalls, a red-hot republican, made 
this declaration: ‘‘I have no hesitancy in de- 
clating thatin this country negro suffrage 


. has been an absolute and unqualified fail- 


ure.” No doubt there are a great many 
peopla in this country who will agree with 
this leading republican; but his animus and 
his reasons are worth noting, 

Ignorant suffrage is not only dangerous 
always, but is always a failore; butit is no- 
torious that Ingalls’s objections to negro 
sufirage are not based on the fact of ignor- 
ance, He objects to negro suffrage and 
thinks it a failure simply and solely because 
the negroes of the south have failed to vote 
solidly and persistently with the republican 
party. He is not complaining of ignorant 
suffrage; that would suit him exactly pro- 
vided it evpported republican candidates; 
but be is opposing the well known tendency 
of the negro voters, supported by the colored 
bewspaper, to vote as they please. 

When a negro votes as he pleases, instead 
of voting in slavish obedience to the repub- 
lican ringsters, he is-not fit to vote, and im- 
mediately negro esnffrazge becomes a 
failure in the eyes of such men 
as Ingalls. The president appointed a 
negro democra’i to a responsible office, but 
Ingalls not only voted against this demo.

The stats house officer3 ware rather sur- 
prised at the information conveyed. Tho 
good people of Savannah had not manifeste1 
any symptons of interference with the gov- 
ernment of the Central American repablic, 
and the information was not geaeraily re- 
garded as trustworthy, notwithstanding the 
official channels through which it arrived. It 
was thought that the Honduras anthorities had 
been imposed upon, 

Governor Gordon addressed a letter to the 
mayor of Savannah, acquainting him with gh 
information he had received, and requested 
him to investigate the matter and report to the 
executive department. 

The government of Honduras is republican 
in‘form. It has been free from the constaa 
revolutions so common in Central America, 
only one attempt of the kind having been 
made in many yoars. That attempt signally 
failed. €

that point, and received in reply the following 
dispatch at a late hour last night:

Not- 
withstanding the remonstances of her relatives 
and friends, who said aud did everything te pre- 
vent her from carrying out her resolve, she set out 
upon her difficult ourney of 100 miles on foot, 
with a band of eighty followers, and, after geveral 
days travel, approached the largest known active 
crater in the world, whose lakes of laya and brim- 
stone has rolled and surged for ages. There she 
was met by prophetess of the goddess, who for- 
bade her further approach, and threatened her 
with the anger of Pele if she persisted. 

Kapiolani tried to conciliate) her by treating her 
kindly and offering her refreshments, but the 
priestestets scornfully refused to ept. 

“What isit you have in your hand”’”’ asked 
Kepiolani.. 

“It isa palapala (a message) from the goddess 
Pele,”’ . 

“Ah, read it to us, then.”’ After the priestese had 
uttered a torrent of unintelligible sounds, Kapio- 
lanij said: “I have a palapala as well as you, and 
mine is one that-can be understood.’ Producing 
her Bible she read various passages, and finally 
succeeded in silencing her opponent. Then with 
her followers she ate of the berriesthat grew on 
the mountain side, which were considered sacred 
to Pele, and toeatof which without first having 
made an cffering to the goddess was agcounted sure 
death. And then, in full view of terrible fires 
of the voleano, she made an address defying Pele 
and denying her power and existence, 

“Tt I perish through the anger of Pele,’’ she said, 
“then you may believe in Pele and fear her power. 
But if not, then believe in the Godof the Bible, 
whichismy God. All the gods of Hawaiiare 
vain.”’ A hymn of praise to God was sung and 
then all knelt in prayer. 

This act ofsublime heroism on the part of Kapio-

THE UNIVERSITY VISITORS 


Arrive in Atlanta to Sabmit Their Raport 
to the Governor, 

Yesterday at noon the majority of the visi- 
tors s} peinted to visit the university of Geor- 
gia, arrived in the city for the purpose of sub- 
mitting their report to the governor. 

The members present heid a session yester- 
day afternoon in the office of secretary of state 
at the capitol and discuesed the report which 
bad been prepared by Messrs. Bloodworth, At- 
xinson, Hornady and Epps, the sub-committse 
appointed to diaft the report upon the condi- 
tion of the state university. The report upon 
the Atlanta university had already been pre- 
pared and adopted, and will be submitted to 
the governor today at 10 o'clock. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter saw Messrs. 
Bloodworth and Atkinson, of the sub- 
committee, and asked those 
tlemsan for a copy fof the report. 
declined giving it on the ground that 
board was still discussing the draft, and it was 
not certain thatthe report, as it was then 
drawn, would be adopted. They remarked 
also that the committee had not adopted the 
report as yet, aud it would not be safe to give 
tothe public what had not been officially 
acted upon. The reporter endeavored to fiad 
out the leading features of the report, bat the 
members of the board would not teil anything. 
The report of the Atlanta university coald aot 
be obtained becauze it was in the possession 
of J. Hooper Alexander, Esq., who had not 
arrived from Athens. 

One or two surmises concerning the report 
likely to be made the governor may prove in- 
teresting, and there surmises are based upon 
evflicient information to entitle them to more 
than ordinary attention. In the first place it 
is probable that the board will leave 
the beaten tracks followed by 80 
many of its predecessors,and omit to talk 
about the spelling and chirography of the stu- 
dents. Bot there is reason to suppose that 
some stress will be laid upon the importance of 
giving the students the benefit of more English 
studies and a more thorough training in Eag- 
lish literature. These surmises are based upon 
remarks made by a member of the board. 

Some curiosity is expressed to know whether 
the board of visitors will say anything in re- 
gard to the recent would-be dael at the uni- 
versity, and the illeged disturbance of the past 
two months. Some people contend that the 
board has nothing to do with the matter, as it 
is not sent to Athens to report upon the be- 
havior of the students, but upon their intellec- 
tual training and progress. ‘Chis idea is enter- 
tained by several members of the board, who 
will doubtless oppose any allusion to the sub- 
ject; but it is thought that one or two others 
may contend that the matter is legiti- 
mate, and should be meationed. 
One _ thing is certain, the draft 
of the report the board was dis:usssng yester- 
day afternoon contained no Allasion to the 
matter, and it was rumored that a long dis- 
cussion took place in the office of the secretary 
of etate yesterday as to the propriety of 
cmitting all mention of the subject. 

The report of the board is generally favor- 
ably to the university and the condition of 
thirgs generally. Itis said that the progress 
manifested by the students is more than 
ordinary, and the boys are complimented upon 
their work. Itis also thought that the board 
recommends more attention being  psid 
physical culture, and indirectly favora and 
incidentally urges the importance of estab- 
lishing a gymnasium. 

The board will meet again this morning, 
and agree upon a report, which willbe sub- 
mitted to the Governor. A member remarked 
yesterday that there would not be a minority 
report, as the board would be unanimous 
before the meeting. :
